REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Members of The School Board of Acworth, N. H.: 


The statistical tables appended to this report will be 
found to contain the data for the school year ending June 
30, 1922. We call attention to the large number of tardiness- 
es. The number of absences from school, for various rea- 
sons, slightly increased, and the number of children not ab- 
sent or tardy for the year dropped from ten to seven. Even 
when allowance is made for the condition of the roads dur- 
ing winter and spring there remains a certain per cent of 
inexcusable absence. The poor attendance and tardinesses 
are, to a great extent, localized in one school, but the rating 
of the whole town is seriously affected. 


Owing to the wisdom of the Board in planning for the 
standardization of at least one school a year on some given 
item, instead of spreading the funds over the district as a 
whole, the buildings are becoming gradually modernized and 
well equipped. At least three more years will be needed be- 
fore the present policy of the board can result in the schools 
planned by them, but by extending expenditures over this 
period the expense to the town will be more easily borne. 


The superintendent recommends that the following 
changes should be incorporated into the program of remod- 
eling and equipping, at such times as the money is available. 


1. The painting of the County school, a building seen by 
all tourists on the boulevard. 
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3. The installation of a ventilating stove at Center Ac- 
worth. 


3. Completion of the remodeling of the small room at 
Acworth Center school, in case the school continues to 
grow as at present. 


4. The replacement of the old benches in Grout Hill by 
adjustable desks and seats. 


5. Complete lavatory equipment in all buildings. 


6. Improvement of the toilet facilities, or the installa- 
tion of chemical toilets where the cost is not prohibitive. 


7. The jacketing of the stove at South Acworth. 


8. The equipping of the County school with adjustable 
desks and seats. 


The jacketing of the stove at Acworth Center would 
prove satisfactory, or in case the smaller room is opened, the 
new stove could be used to heat the larger room. 


The superintendent desires to express his pleasure dur- 
ing the past year of work in Acworth, due to the loyal co- 
operation of the teachers, and the friendly and constantly 
forward looking attitude of the school board membets.
